Two cows alleged to be tubercular 


were quarantined in Dracut yesterday 
after an 
examination by Dr. W. ft. 


Eaton, thc cattle and meat inspector, 
Dr. Pierre Brunelle. chairman of Uie 
hoard of health, and C. F. Gilmore of 
the Lowell Humane society- The jaulo 
quarantined were two of a herd that 
were unloaded from cars at the Thorn- 
dike street freight yards last Wcdims- 
day morning.
